"15 journalism award 


Move follows harassment 
allegations vs. TV host

Arizona State University is rescind- 
ing an award given to broadcast journal- 
ist Charlie Rose in the wake of allega- 
tions that he sexually harassed several 
women. 

Rose, alongtime co-host of “CBS This 
Morning” and PBS’ “Charlie Rose” show, 


received the Walter Cronkite Award for 
Excellence in Journalism in 2015. 

Taking away the award, which was 
created more than 30 years ago, is un- 
precedented. 

Christopher Callahan, dean of the 
Walter Cronkite School of Journalism 
and Mass Communication, announced 
the rescinding of the award in a state- 
ment Friday afternoon. 

“We give the award each year based 
on the knowledge we have of a recipient

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Attackers 
kill 235 at 
Egyptian 
mosque 


Driving off-road vehicles and wield- 
ing bombs and guns, Islamic militants 
attacked a crowded mosque in Egypt’s 
Sinai Peninsula on Friday, killing at 
least 235 people, the country’s official 
news agency reported. Another 130 
were reported wounded. 

The attack occurred during prayers 
at the al-Rawdah mosque in the town 
of Bir al-Abd, 25 miles from the region- 
al capital of el-Arish. Militants report- 
edly fired on worshipers, then stopped 
people from escaping by blowing up 
cars and leaving the burning wrecks 
blocking the roads. 

The local Islamic State affiliate, Si- 
nai Province, may be responsible for 
the attack, the Associated Press re- 
ported Friday. 

President Donald Trump responded 
to the attack on Twitter: “Horrible and 
cowardly terrorist attack on innocent 
and defenseless worshipers in Egypt. 
The world cannot tolerate terrorism, 
we must defeat them militarily and 
discredit the extremist ideology that 
forms the basis of their existence! He 
then called for tighter immigration 
screening in the U.S. and repeated his 
demand for a wall along the border 
with Mexico.

At monument, 
environmental 
concerns clash 
with security

AJO - Brush and woody scrub coat 
the valleys and slopes at Organ Pipe 
Cactus National Monument, a spindly 
mix of cresote, brittlebush and the rare 
desert caper that seems to form a thick 
cushion on the desert floor, tough and 
textured. 

The monument, set along one of the 
most remote stretches of the U.S.- 
Mexico border south of Ajo, is home to 
several endangered species, including 
the fastest mammal native to North 
America, the Sonoran pronghorn. 

Its not the desolate, rocky desert 
Hollywood made famous in Western 
movies. It’s alive, a fragile landscape 
protected by the 1964 Wilderness Act, 
a law meant to shield areas from most 
human activities. 

But thousands of miles of vehicle 
tracks and rutted roads cut through 
designated wilderness on the monu- 
ment and adjacent public lands.
